Temporary Injunction Secured by State Banking Depart- 
ment at Norristown on Wednesday From 
Judge Harold G. Knight 

SAY PUBLICATION HARMFUL TO DEPOSITORS 



William D. Gordon, State Secretary 
of Banking, invoked the power of in- 
junction Wednesday to restrain the 
Main Line Depositors' Committee 
from giving out any information re- 
garding the closed Merion Title and 
Trust Company. 

The temporary injunction was 
granted by Judge Harold G. Knight 
at a hearing in the Court House at 
Norristown. 

Aaron S. Swartz, Jr., appeared as 
counsel for Dr. Gordon. The Main 
Line Depositors' Committee was rep- 
resented by Walter R. Faries, chair- 
man of the committee. 

Last week the committee was 
threatened with criminal action pro- 
viding they held to their plan of re- 
leasing for publication a detailed 
analysis of the assets and liabilities 
of the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany.

"The Return of Martha Washing- 
ton," impersonated by Mrs. Mathias 
Steelman, who was gowned in a frock 
of the Colonial period, at the George 
Washington Bi-Centennial Celebra- 
tion of the Woman's Community Club 
of Narberth, was an outstanding feat- 
ure of the program on Tuesday after- 
noon. 

Mrs. Steelman gave a vivid de- 
scription of the life of Martha Wash- 
ington, from her early childhood, her 
debutante days, her marriage to Dan- 
iel Parke Custis at the age of seven- 
teen, her widowhood and her court- 
ship by Colonel Washington, which 
resulted in their marriage, as well as 
many interesting incidents which oc- 
curred during the Revolutionary War 
and the time that followed when 
Washington became the First Presi- 
den of the New Country. 

Martha Washington's maiden name 
was Dandridge, and she was descend- 
ed from an ancient family who mi- 
grated to the Virginia Country. She 
was bom in the county of New Kent, 
in May, 1732. Following her mar- 
riage to Custis she lived at "the 
White House," on the banks of the 
Pamunkay River. Mrs. Custis was

INVESTIGATION URGED 



At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Harold D. Speakman Post, Amer r 
ican • Legion, in Narberth, held Mon- 
day evening, it was voted to encour- 
age the display of flags, buntings and 
other decorations during the week of 
February 22 to 29, in honor of the 
200th anniversary of Washington's 
birthday. This action was taken in 
co-operation with the Community 
Celebration Committee, headed by J. 
J. Cabrey. Members of the Post will 
decorate the Community Building and 
will co-operate with citizens and mer- 
chants in decorating homes and places 
of business. 

It was also voted to establish a 
display in the community to attract 
attention to the Legion drive for new 
members.

organization point out that attend- 
ance at the meetings is not limited to 
any specific group of men and all in- 
terested are cordially invited to 
attend. 

Dr. Wherry, who has been con- 
nected with the University of Penn- 
sylvania as professor of botany since 
1930, was formerly with the United 
States Department of Agriculture as 
a chemist and soil expert in the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry and Soils. 

His interest in the soil preference 
of native plants led to a trip last 
summer, in company with Dr. Fran- 
cis W. Pennell, curator of botany at 
the Academy of Natural Sciences, to 
the northwestern part of the country 
to collect specimens of plants. 

The journey took the naturalists 
through Wyoming, Idaho, Oregon, 
Washington and Montana, including 
regions seldom or never explored by 
botonists before. Lasting three 
months the tour resulted in the col- 
lection of many specimens of the 
phlox and snapdragon families, which 
are among the best liked garden flow- 
ers. These were collected in the val- 
leys, on the plains, and even up to the 
snow line on high mountains. 

Dr. Wherry, whose special work at 
the University is in plant ecology (the 
science of plants in relation to their 
environment), is president of the 
Philadelphia Botanical Club, a mem- 
ber of the Botanical Society of Penn- 
sylvania, and a member of the Gradu- 
ate Botanical Club of the University 
of Pennsylvania. He is a former 
president of the Wildflower Preser- 
vation Society. 

The meeting on Tuesday is called 
for 8 P. M. Walter B. Taitt, Presi- 
dent of the Men's Association, will 
preside. 



At a meeting of the Depositors' 
Committee on Monday night members 
decided to keep faith with the depos- 
itors of the closed institution and the 
people at large and release their de- 
tailed report as originally intended.

Defendants in the Bill of Complaint 
seeking issuance of the injunction 
are all members of the Main Line De- 
positors' Committee. They are Wal- 
ter R. Faries, chairman; George L. 
Hall, Yern Jorgenson, Franklin P. 
Kromer, Benjamin H. Ludlow and 
David G. Wilson. 

In his petition to the Court for a 
restraining injunction Dr. Gordon 
stated : 

"That the publication of said report 
in whole or in part will be inimical 
and prejudicial to the best interests 
of the creditors and depositors of the 
Merion Title and Trust Company oT 
Ardmoi-e." 

The injunction granted will contin- 
ue for ten days. Motion for a fur- 
ther continuance or a permanent in- 
junction will be heard by the Court 
on February 26, at 10 A. M., in Court 
Room B at the Court House in Nor- 
ristown. 

Dr. Gordon's suppressing argu- 
ments are hung on Section 12 of the 
Banking Act of June 15, 1923, P.'L. 
809, as amended. 

The section reads under the title 
of "Disclosure of Information For- 
bidden; Exceptions; — " 

"Neither the secretary nor any dep- 
uty, examiner, or employe of the de- 
partment shall, directly or indirectly, 
wilfully exhibit, publish or divulge, or 
make known, to any person or per- 
sons, any record, report, statement, 
letter or other matter, fact, or thing, 
contained in said department, or as- 
certained from many of the same, or 
from any examination made under 
the provisions of this act, excepting 
in such a manner as is expressly au-

The tax rate for Montgomery Coun- 
ty has been fixed at 3 mills for 1932, 
the same as last year, it was announc- 
ed by the County Commissioners, Wil- 
liam D. Ridgeway, H. Stanley Drake 
and G rover C. Albright. 

The Commissioners state that it 
was necessary to keep the same rate 
this year because of the shrinkage in 
real estate and personal property 
values, the taxes on both being slow 
in coming in. The County's 1932 bud- 
get was cut nearly a million dollars 
in order to maintain the present three 
mill rate.

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Tenebrae Factae Sunt 

When a business man goes bank' 
rupt there are meetings at which, the 
creditors may examine the bankrupt, 
look over the records and take some 
steps to protect their interests and to 
discover just where they stand. 

When a banking institution goes 
on the rocks, a blank wall of mystery 
separates the depositors and general 
creditors from the affairs of the bank- 
rupt. The victims of the crash must 
sit in the dark until the Secretary of* 
Banking wills it otherwise. In the 
meantime the process of liquidation 
and destruction go on. 

In an age when hysteria and mis- 
trust can do incalculable damage it 
is astonishing that State officials 
should foster this complete silence 
about banks, living and dead. It is 
a source of wonder to some 2O,0O<) 
depositors of the Merion Title if 
Trust Company that not one word 
of much-needed information has come 
from reliable sources, save the brief 
conclusions of the depositors' com- 
mittee, published last week. 

The temporary injunction granted 
Wednesday by Judge Harold C 
Knight at the request of Dr. William 
D. Gordon, Secretary of Banking, 
prohibits the committee from pub- 
lishing or divulging the contents of 
the report they have been preparing 
for some weeks. By inference it also 
binds the newspapers to silence con- 
cerning any part of the report ol 
which they are aware. 

Back of all this may lie a real pol- 
icy on the part of Dr. Gordon to 
protect the public interest. The hear- 
ing on the permanent injunction may 
reveal these reasons. But in the mean- 
time what is to be done to satisfy 
the need of thousands of depositors 
for some sort of information? If Dr. 
Gordon does not want the committee 
to speak out in meeting, what prompt 
steps will he take to supply some scut 
of a post for the community to tie to? 

We will accept the idea that the 
injunction is invoked in the best of 
faith and for the good of all. We 
cannot accept the idea of a bank with 
millions in money belonging to tax- 
payers and depositors being liquidated 
silently and secretly. 

You are a very busy man, Dr. Gor- 
don. You are faced with a difficult 
and delicate situation throughout the 
State. You arc doing your hast to 
cope with the problem. But, after 
all, it is not your personal savings 
which are shrouded in mystery. 

Still Worse Than War! 

About a year ago the fact that 
more persons were killed in automo- 
bile accidents during an lS-month 
period than were killed in the A. K. 
F. in the World War was exten- 
sively commented upon. Now, ac- 
cording to a booklet issued by an in- 
surance company, automobile acci- 
dents are still worse than war. Dur- 
ing 18 months of the World War 
50,510 American soldiers were killed 
in action or died of wounds, and 
182,674 were wounded, not mortally. 
In the 18 months ending December 
51, 1931, 53,650 people were killed 
in automobile accidents and 1,576,- 
840 were injured. 

The booklet emphasizes some in- 
formation #that every motorist and 
pedestrian should know. During. 1931 
deaths increased 3.3 per cent, over 
1930, in spite of a reduction in the 
total number of accidents. Severe 
injuries likewise increased, despite a 
reduction in the total number of per' 
sons injured. This apparent contra- 
diction is laid to the increasing speed 
with which we drive. Cutting in, 
violation of the right-of-way laws, 
driving on the wrong side of the road, 
skidding and driving off the roadway- 
were likewise responsible for many 
deaths. 

More than 42 per cent' of deaths 
were caused when a car struck a 
pedestrian. Collisions with fixed ob- 
jects accounted for 12.1 per cent., 
and collisions with other cars 24.9 per 
cent. In the case of injuries 53.1 per 
cent, occurred when cars struck each 



other, and 29.8 per cent, when they 
struck pedestrians. 

These facts are of immense value 
to the thoughtful motorist. They 
show the primary causes of accidents 
and consequently suggest means of 
eliminating them. Drastic steps must 
be taken if we are to lower the hor- 
rible and steadily-increasing toll of 
traffic deaths and injuries.

Parents, Sacred and Profane 

By the way of introducing into this 
column last week excerpts from a per- 
son letter, the Vagrant was led to 
put forward the proposition that he, 
certainly, and probably everyone else, 
had parents, in a somewhat figurative 
mental sense, as well as in the actual 
physical sense. He does not know 
how that impressed his readers, but 
it has caused him to search in his 
memory to learn how many such par- 
ents he could discover; that is, peo- 
ple who made an indelible impress on 
his mind and character, an impress 
so strong that he would probably be 
perceptably different in character and 
outlook today if he had not had those 
contact at all. He has found two 
more, one sacred and the other pro- 
fane, and he knows not to which he 
is the more indebted. 
> 

The Sacred One 

That parent whom he now terms 
sacred was actually a consecrated 
priest of an old and historic Church. 
He was the enthusiastic pastor of a 
numerous and scattered flock and the 
father of a large family in which 
the Vagrant was privileged to live at 
one period of his youth. He exem- 
plified for the Vagrant the Christian 
life as it can be lived from day to 
day, not in celibate seclusion, but sur- 
rounded with all the little things 
which, ceaselessly intruding day aftel 
day, arc like the drops of water that 
wear away the hardest stone. That 
man also revealed to the Vagrant that 
infrequent adornment of character, 
urbanity. He was the first practicing 
Christian who showed the Vagrant 
that religion need not be austere, that 
there is a place in the religious life 
for practically all of the amenities 
and pleasures of this earthly plane. 
Ho asked the blessing reverently and 
devoutly at each meal, never slipping 
into a perfunctory jumble, and then 
led the table talk of a brilliant and 
free-minded family. Where he sat 
was the head of the table, not be- 
cause of any imposed or imposing au- 
thority, but because of superiority of 
mind, of character and of faith. The 
Vagrant is proud to call him "father." 
> 

The Profane One 

Then there was the profane one. 
He was literally profane, one of the 
most fluent swearers with whom the 
Vagrant ever came into contact. He 
was the lirst. man whom the Vagrant 
ever heard employ a middle initial in 
the name of the Founder of our re- 
ligion, and it has since amazed the Va- 
grant in wide wanderings here a?ul 
there to hear the same initial al- 
ways used merely to add another and 
an emphatic syllable to an oath which 
is complete without it. (That letter 
stands for nothing, so far as the Va- 
grant, could ever learn, but he has 
not yet discovered why that letter and 
no other out of the entire alphabet 
should be chosen.) The profane one 
was a commander and leader of men, 
whom he cursed with understanding, 
seldom praised and loyally defended 
and advanced with all the power that 
was in him. His highly personalized 
sarcasms could cut the solid earth 
from under one's feet and his soaring 
oaths could scorch the skies. But 
hi 1 was a leader of men. Tluy loved 
him and they loved the work to which 
he drove them daily. He was ster- 
ling, he was true, he was just and 
fair and full of understanding, and 
to this day the Vagrant salutes his 
memory with humility and gratitude. 
When speechless in the grip of a 
fatal disease he wrote the Vagrant's 
name on a scrap of paper and his 
fearless eyes commanded one who 
stood by his hospital bed to convey 
the unspoken message to the Vayrant 
who received it miles away with un- 
derstanding and with sorrow. 
> 

Aristocrats Are Bad for Business 

Strange how times change and 
gradually whittle away the lirmly- 
held convictions of our fathers! 
Words of monarchial flavor are grow- 
ing in favor here in the United States, 
ami the Vagrant noticed recently that 
the Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, announcing the change 
of secretary of the Treasury, calmly 
stated that "Mr. Mills is an aristo- 
crat." It was just a plain, matter-of- 
fact statement, with no suggestion of 
meaning other than that which the 
word ordinarily conveys. America 
should beware of recognizing any 
aristocracy. It might be fine social- 
ly, but it would be bad for business. 
A real aristocracy, one securely es- 
tablished and recognized, usually sets 
and maintains a nation's standards 
of taste in all the appurtenances and 
elegancies of life, and aristocrats are 
always conservative. In free Amer- 
ica the manufacturers and the retail- 
ers, through their advertising, set the 
standards of what we shall wear, how 
we shall furnish our houses, the ap- 
pearance of our automobiles, and even 
the color schemes of our bathrooms. 
Quick changes in style increase sales. 
Aristocrats would inevitably retard 
rapid obsolescence in America, All 
of the real aristocrats whom the Va- 
grant has ever known were exceed- 
ingly conservative "dressers" and 
were contentedly using the same 
houses and furniture that their 
grandfathers had found satisfactory 
fifty or one hundred years before.

No Curtailment in Hours 

at Narberth Library 

Curtailed service and hours at the 
Free Public Library in Philadelphia 
and at the Ardmore Library, both 
growing out of curtailed income, have 
caused many patrons of the Narberth 
Community Library to inquire at the 
distribution desk whether there was 
to be a similar reduction of service in 
Narberth. It has been gratifying to 
be able to observe and to hear the 
expressions of pleasure which have 
come from those persons when they 
were told that the Narberth Library 
will continue its regular hours and 
service. The Library is open daily, 
except Sundays and important holi- 
days, from 2 to !> P. M. 

It is a source of satisfaction to all 
who are officially connected with the 
Library that there need be no cur- 
tailment of service at this time, for 
lack of employment is giving many 
people much more leisure time than 
ordinarily and many of them are 
reading many more books, both for 
pleasure and for profit. It is the in- 
creasing public demand on the Li- 
brary which is causing the only cur- 
tailment in its activities and that 
grows out of the fact that the pres- 
ent quarters are not large enough t6 
accommodate the large numbers who 
are coming there daily in search of 
books to take out, and those others 
who like to use the reading tables. 

It frequently seems as though the 
inevitable passing of people to and 
from the book shelves, to and from 
the distribution desk, and in and out 
the door would seriously interfere 
with the periodicals and reference- 
book readers at the tables, but there 
is no complaint. It was a source of 
regret at the Library that Council 
was obliged this year to postpone its 
plan to build another room at the 
rear, but there is no disagreement 
with Council's economy program 
which has prevented a raise in the tax 
rate.

early in life left a widow with two 
children and a large fortune. It was 
in 1758 when she was staying at the 
home of Mr. Chamberlayne she met 
the illustrious George. Mr. Chamber- 
layne, the soul of southern hospital- 
ity met Washington while he was 
crossing the Ferry called Williams 
over the Panuinkey, and invited him 
to take dinner with him. Colonel 
Washington refused, saying that he 
had important business in Williams- 
burg; but on Chamberlay ne's state- 
ment that he had a beautiful wealthy 
widow staying with him, Washington 
reluctantly agreed to stay. Never- 
theless, he told Bishop, his body ser- 
vant, to have his horses ready at two 
n'clock. Bishop waited, dusk fell, and 
Mr. Chamberlayne ordered the horses 
put up, as he said he allowed no one 
to ride away from his home after 
dusk. Chamberlayne is quoted as say- 
ing, "Ah, Bishop, there is an urchin 
in the drawing room more powerful 
than King George and all his gover- 
nors." Next day Washington rode to 
Williamsburg and after his business 
was dispatched, returned. The mar- 
riage of Mrs. Custis and George 
Washington took place on June C, 
1759, at the lady's home. It was a 
gorgeous wedding, with a number of 
bridal attendants. 

The delicacy of Mrs. Washington's 
nature, which led her just before her 
death, to destroy the letters that had 
passed from her husband and herself, 
proves the depth and purity of her 
love. One letter to his wife in which 
he announced his appointment as 
Commander-in-Chief of the American 
Army and perhaps another is still in 
existence. 

Following the wedding, Colonel and 
Mrs. Washington, lived at Mount Ver- 
non, which Washington had inherited 
from his step-brother, Lawrence. At 
that time it was a very small build- 
ing, compared to its present extent. 
The Mansion House consisted of four 
rooms, on a floor, which is the center 
of the present building. In 1774 Col- 
onel Washington departed for the first 
Continental Congress in Philadel- 
phia, and became Commander-in-Chief 
of the American Army. He did not 
reside at Mount Vernon again until 
after peace in 1703.

Welfare Officer. Members received 
with enthusiasm the offer of Adjutant 
Clifford" Goodwin to attempt to secure 
for the Community, as a memorial, an 
anti-aircraft gun. 

Chairman Alex Betus announced 
that arrangements had been complet- 
ed with the management of the Nar- 
berth Theatre for a six-day benefit. 
Dates and attractions will be an- 
nounced later. 

At this point several members, in- 
cluding Burgess Henry Frye, pointed 
out that there have been reported 
numerous cases of "racketeering" or 
attempts to mulct citizens of Nar- 
berth through the improper use of 
uniforms, caps, and other mitilary 
equipment. Several members report- 
ed instances of questionable state- 
ments in regard to a "benefit" for 
veterans under the auspices of a Vet- 
erans' organization in a nearby sec- 
tion. It was reported that telephone 
solicitors had used names of local Leg- 
ionnaires without authority and had 
told conflicting stories as to the aims, 
purposes, and nature of the "benefit." 
It is believed that such statements 
and tactics are neither sanctioned nor 
encouraged by the organization back- 
ing the affair, but that solicitors and 
promoters are using these methods to 
sell tickets. 

Members of the Post voiced the 
fear that the impression was gaining 
ground in Narberth that the local 
Legion was backing and benefiting 
from this affair. 

Comander Mowrer made the follow- 
ing official statement: "I want: Un- 
people of Narberth to know that the 
Legion here is at all times ready to 
help any ex-service man in distress 
and anxious to co-operate with all or- 
ganizations in welfare projects. In 
the present instance, however, we are 
absolutely NOT connected, officially 
or unofficially, with the project for 
which tickets are being sold in the 
Borough. We have NOT been asked 
to endorse this project and have not 
done so. The Legion has no con- 
nection whatever with the project. II 
is suggested that when you are ap- 
proached for funds for "Veterans' " 
relief or aid, you ascertain from offi- 
cers of the Post, or from Burgess 
Frye, if the matter is authentic. Any 
request for funds or co-operation for 
the local Legion will come to you 
from members of the Post or from 
citizens known to you." It was voted 
to send a letter to the organizaioii 
sponsoring the Benefit, calling atten- 
tion to this situation. 

A case was reported by Burgess 
Frye of a man wearing an "overseas" 
cap and displaying an artificial foot. 
He was soliciting alms with the plea, 
"Help a poor buddy." Investigation 
disclosed that the foot had been lost 
in an accident only a few years ago 
and that the man was receiving an al- 
lowance from the Government of thir- 
ty dollars per month, although the 
foot had not been lost in the war. 
This type of "panhandling" on the 
sentimental appeal of "war disabil- 
ity" seems to be on the increase and 
should ue thoroughly repressed, Leg- 
ion officers believe. Residents of the 
Borough are requested to report cases 
at once to officers for investigation.

"Provided, however, That the sec- 
retary on the written request or con- 
sent of any corporation, authorized 
by resolution of its board of directors, 
or on written request or consent of 
any person, under the supervision of 
the department, may discuss, with an 
advisory committee selected by the 
secretary or selected by such corpora- 
tion or person as the secretary may 
deem pertinent to the rehabilitation 
thereof: etc." 

Declares Dr. Gordon in his petition 
to the Court: 

"That defendants herein, acting as 
said committee, secured the informa- 
tion sought by them and furnished 
to them by plaintiff under the au- 
thority of the resolution of the board 
of directors, it being understood and 
agreed by the committee and the sev- 
eral members thereof, that said infor- 
mation was available to them and to 
be used by them solely for the pur- 
pose of effecting a rehabilitation of 
the Merion Title ami Trust Com- 
pany." 

Dr. Gordon further stated thai the 
final report of the committee contain- 
ed a recommendation that plans for 
the rehabilitation of the Merion Title 
and Trust Company, as such, be aban- 
doned. 

"Despite notice to the defendants 
not to publish such a report. Dr. Gor- 
don states that he has been informed 
that the defendants, or some of them, 
desire and will attempt to publish 
tin- report." 

The petition of Dr. Gordon also 
states that he would prefer to have 
J the Depositors' Committee restrained 
| from publishing their report until the 
filing of the inventory and appraise- 
ment of the Merion Title and Trust 
Company, as required by law. 

Publication of the depositors' re- 
port, Dr. Gordon avers in another 
section of his 12-page petition, "will 
work serious injury to tin/ estate of 
the said institution." 

Attorney Swartz, in presenting the 
petition, did not elucidate as to how 
the serious injury would be inflicted 
on the bank's estate. Also, it is un- 
derstood, that it was not debated at 
length as to how this information 
would be either inimical or x>rc judi- 
cial to creditors and depositors. 

Arguments presented at the heai'- 
ing in behalf of the committe were 
to the effect that the section of the 
banking act involved was drawn up 
for express purpose of protecting de- 
positors and citizens from any divul- 
gence of information by employes of 
the Banking Department. That the 
section was in reality a protection 
for the people and should not be in- 
voked against the people to suppress 
information to which they were en- 
titled by constitutional rights.
